ABOUT OUR DIOCESE 


The Archdiocese of St. Louis is 178 parishes encompassing the City of St. Louis and 10 
surrounding counties — a large and diverse territory: urban, suburban and rural. 


Our local church has been declining for several decades as older Catholics die and 
there are insufficient number of young Catholics to take their place. 


This is best exemplified by the significant decline in the number of births and baptisms in 
our diocese. 


As our Catholic population has moved from the city to the near suburbs and from the 
near suburbs to the farther out suburbs, this has resulted in too few priests in large 
parishes and too many priests in small parishes. 


Our diocesan priests are aging and number of priests to serve our Catholic population is 
declining. 


Over the past decade, Mass attendance has been on a steady decline. The long-term 
implications of COVID are unknown, but the rebound in Mass attendance from 2020 to 
2021 still leaves us 25% below pre-COVID levels.

¢ In 2021, the number of Catholics 
in the Archdiocese of St. Louis 
dipped below 500,000 for first time 
since the 1960s.

OUR PRIESTS ARE AGING 


35% of our diocesan priests (74 
priests) serving in parishes are 65 
years of age or older. 


These 74 priests could retire in the 
next 10 years. 


Though priests’ retirement age is 75, 
the average of retirement for our 
diocesan priests has been 71. 


By 2026, we will have fewer diocesan 
priests to serve in parishes than the 
number of parishes we have. 


Our largest parishes will still need to 
be served by 2-3 priests.

ABOUT OUR PLANNING AREA 


¢ The planning area is in the northern portion of St. Louis County. The geography of 
this area is defined by three Interstates (270, 170 and 70), the Mississippi and the 
Missouri Rivers and the St. Louis City border. 


¢ Located in the North County deanery. There are 10 territorial parishes and 4 
elementary schools (6 school campuses) in this planning area. Currently there are 
11 diocesan priests assigned to this group. 


¢ Groups of parishes and church buildings are a short distance from each other with 
the 7 northernmost parishes all within a 15 minute drive of each other. 


OUR PLANNING AREA IS EXPERIENCING A CONTINUED SIGNIFICANT 
DEMOGRAPHIC CHANGE OF THE POPULATION 


¢ Total population in the planning area in the 2020 census was down 6% from 2010. 


* Once a very Catholic area in the decades after World War II, now only 9% of the 
population is registered Catholic, which is lower than the diocesan average of 18%. 


¢ Significant shift in the racial composition of the planning area: 
¢ The percentage of the white population decreased from 69% in 1990 to 24% in 2020 
¢ The percentage of the black population increased from 29% in 1990 to 69% in 2020 


¢ Median household income in the area is $49,153, which is lower than the 
archdiocesan average of $60,700.

In 2021, there were fewer than 100 baptisms 
in all the parishes of the planning area. 


There was a large decline in Catholic school 
enrollment even though Catholic schools 
enroll many non-Catholic children. 


This planning area during the past decade 
had the largest decline in Catholic school 
enrollment and PSR enrollment of any 
planning area. 


As Catholic families in North County 
generally do not choose public education, 
there are few children in PSR.

OUR PLANNING AREA CATHOLIC SCHOOL 
ENROLLMENT IS DECLINING 


The six elementary school campuses in this planning area have 1,206 children 
enrolled in Catholic elementary, down 36% from 5 years ago. Five school 
campuses have under 200 students. 


Most schools draw heavily from outside of their parish, primarily non-Catholic 
students (4 of the 6 draw 50% or more from non-parishioners). 


The number of students going to Catholic elementary schools from the parishes in 
planning area Is 736. 


There are 63 students enrolled in PSR in 2021, down 76% from 5 years earlier.

¢ St. Ann was founded in 1856 and 
is the mother parish for large 
areas of Northwest St. Louis City 
and much of North County. 


The parish has a elementary 
school with 168 students, and the 
pastor of the parish is the director 
of the Newman Center at the 
University of Missouri-St. Louis. 


This is a parish of nearly 350 
households. Parish church was 
dedicated in 1952 and seats 600. 


ABOUT OUR PARISH 


The primarily African-American parish area neighborhood includes some 
middle-class and racially diverse neighborhoods where many of St. Ann 
parishioners live. 


Mass attendance has declined along with the decline in parishioners. The 
parish is aging as baptisms and children in Catholic schools are declining 
and few, if any, children are in PSR. 


Parish investment in the school is higher than the recommended range, but 
parish is able to control expenses and grow reserves. 


OUR PARISH AREA IS COMPLICATED SERVING A UNIVERSITY AND 
DIVERSE COMMUNITIES AND CITIES 


¢ The parish territory encompasses 16 civil jurisdiction (and parts of two others) and 
the University of Missouri-St. Louis (UMSL) and its student population. 


¢ Population has declined over 30% in the last three decades, and yet the racial 
diversity has remained relatively stable. 


* Somewhat of a transitional neighborhood as the percent households that rent is 
50% and the percent single persons living alone is 438%, many of whom are UMSL 
students 


¢ Median household income is $36,700 which is well below the archdiocesan 
average of $60,700. This masks the fact that there are several small more racially 
diverse middle class neighborhoods within the parish boundaries 


¢ Only 5% of the resident population is Catholic which is well below the archdiocesan 
average of 18%.
